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Ingalls Memorial Library has presented no administrative 
problems during the past year, therefore no formal meetings 
have been necessary. 

Clarence Sherman, chairman of the ‘Friends of Libraries” 
committee of the American Library Association, says:—‘‘To- 
day, wise trustees have delegated to their librarian the author- 
ity for execution—for management if you please—reserving to 
themselves the function of legislation as to broad policies.” 
The trustees of our library have found it safe to delegate to 
their librarian this responsibility. She has carried on with her 
customary keen interest and devotion. Her contacts with the 
school teachers and pupils have been encouraging. 

Our building has been cared for faithfully by Mr. Herbert 
Crowell. In the fall, the museum on the second floor received 
a thorough cleaning at the capable and painstaking hands of 
Mrs. Emma Penttila. 

In June, the American Library Association held its 63rd. 
annual conference in Boston—the first time it had met in that 
city since 1902. Miss Morgan and Mrs. Henry Hale had the 
privilege of spending one day at the conference. In addition 
to the instructive morning and afternoon sessions, they joined 
a throng of men and women at the “Friends of Libraries” 
luncheon. The principal speakers were the brilliant author 
and Librarian of Congress, Mr. Archibald MacLeish, and Dr. 
Henry M. Wriston, President of Brown University. Such 
occasional inspiration is essential, to prevent even the best 
librarian from growing stale on her job. 

In September, Miss Morgan and Mrs. Hale were again 
inspired by a worthwhile program at a district meeting of the 
New Hampshire Library Association held in Francestown. 

At the annual meeting of the New Hampshire Library As- 
sociation held in Conway in October, David Jolly, librarian 
at the University, said:—“If your library is of first or second 
class construction, its use should be offered as a local report 
centre.’”’ In accordance with that suggestion, a room in the 
basement of our library has been fitted up for that purpose, 
and is being manned by local volunteers twenty-four hours a 
day. The library has purchased a copy of the book by Pren- 
tiss, “Civil Air Defense’’, which has proved of interest to our 
air raid wardens.

A year has now been completed under the new unified li- 
brary service plan, i.e., all books at the central library, with 
stations of distribution in both East and West Rindge. 


A weekly visit is made to the West Rindge school with a 
collection of books to be borrowed individually by the chil- 
dren or left as a unit at the school, and on Monday evening 
the former library room is a center at which books may be 
borrowed or returned by residents in the west part of the town. 
The special fund left by Miss Mary L. Ware makes it possible 
to give more time to the work in West Rindge, but in East 
Rindge, a basket of books is now being delivered to the school 
once in two weeks, the librarian remaining long enough to 
have contact with the children for the purpose of discovering 
their desires and needs in reading material. The teachers 
have been most co-operative in planning ways of stimulating 
the desires and habits of the children to care for and read 
more books and as for the children themselves, it seems to 
be a pleasing part of the school program. 


From the report on book circulation it will be noted that 
juveniles are making more use of the library than adults, 
which is quite satisfactory, although it seems unfortunate 
that more adults do not avail themselves of so rich an oppor- 
tunity. The lower figure in adult circulation may be rightly 
attributed to war conditions; a large portion of our younger 
men are now away in defense service or very busy at work 
which demands long hours with little time left for reading and 
our women also are fully occupied with extra duties brought 
about by the war. However, our library leaders are stressing 
the need for a type of reading which steadies our poise and 
morale and for another type which is informative so that we 
may make the most efficient use of materials and time. 


Our borrowers are becoming more acquainted with the 
possibilities of obtaining books from the State libraries, and 
we have availed ourselves of that privilege many more times 
this year than previously. We also have borrowed several 
units of the travelling libraries sent out by the Public Library 
Commission which has increased the variety of new books 
available and also saved somewhat on the expense of pur- 
chasing new material. 

The librarian has been glad to acquire the assistance of 
Mrs. Edward Hunt in the library work and hopes her activi- 
ties will broaden the usefulness and deepen the efficiency of 
its service to our community. She is now in charge of our 
share in the Victory campaign for books for our soldiers in 
camp and we hope the contribution of literature from this 
town may be a worthy one. 

It is a pleasure to pass on to you the appreciation often 
expressed by our summer visitors of the up-to-dateness of our 
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library collection and their pleasure at being able to secure 
books here for which they have waited long and unsuccessfully 
in larger places. For this we may be grateful to our friends 
who have supplied us with funds with which to buy books 
and to those who have shared some of their best books with 
us. Again for another year it is the hope of your librarian 
to bring to you a measure of happiness, mental stimulus and 
Sete through an ever wiser administration of our library 
acilities.

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT 
OF SCHOOLS 


I submit my twenty-fourth annual report, it being the 
thirty-eighth in the series under union supervision. 


The enrollment of the Rindge Schools for the first term of 
the present school year was 65 with an average membership of 
61.06. For the same period last year the enrollment was 71 
and the average membership 63.83. 


For the second year in succession there were three teacher 
changes during the summer vacation, Miss Helen Zolkos 
declining re-election to accept another teaching position in 
New Hampshire and Miss Rutherford and Miss Osterlund 
accepted positions in Massachusetts. 


Miss Elizabeth Janetos, a graduate of Keene Teachers’ 
College, was assigned the position at West Rindge, and Miss 
Marion A. Moore of Pepperell, Mass., a graduate of Fitchburg 
Teachers’ College, 1941, succeeded: Miss Rutherford in the 
primary school at Rindge Center, while Miss Nancy A. Fitz- 
gerald of Winchendon, also a graduate of Fitchburg Teachers’ 
College, 1941, was elected a teacher of the East Rindge School. 


Miss Ruth J. Fitzgerald of Peterborough continues as 
teacher of the higher grades at Rindge Center, Mrs. Stebbins as 
supervisor of music, and Mrs. Helen Towne as school nurse. 


The Rindge teachers attended the State Teachers’ Con- 
vention, held in Nashua in October and the general teachers’ 
meeting of the Peterborough-Jaffrey Supervisory Union which 
was held at the Tavern in Peterborough on the evening of 
November 6th. Over sixty teachers and guests were present. 
A helpful and interesting address was given by Superintendent 
William B. Appleton of Leominster, Mass. 


The use of standard tests has been continued this year. 
For the primary grades, placement tests have been used and 
in the intermediate grades, achievement and intelligence tests 
have been given with encouraging results. 


The crisis, brought to the schools of America by the attack 
on the United States and our entrance into a second World 
War is a serious challenge that educators are called on to meet. 
Meanwhile, the schools must go on. While continuing their 
regular work, the schools will stand ready to meet defense 
needs as they arise. We must safeguard the schools so that 
they may do their work effectively. 


_ Weare faced with rapidly increasing prices for school sup- 
plies, and teachers are faced with the increased cost of living. 
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These demands require increased appropriations to meet the 
new conditions. 


During the school year 1940-41, twelve Rindge pupils 
attended high school for the entire year, and four for part of the 
year, and one pupil, attending Conant High School, moved to 
another town in New Hampshire during the year and continued 
her high school course there. While war conditions tend to call 
pupils of high school age into employment, we hope that as 
many as possibly can do so will avail themselves of the oppor- 
tunity of securing a full high school course. 


I desire, at this time, to thank the members of the school 
board, teachers, pupils and parents for their help and support.
